Laboratory  Service 

A  very  good  service  is  provided  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  established  at  Withington  Hospital.  Specimens 
are  collected  daily  from  the  Public  Health  Department  in  the 
Town  Hall,  by  the  Laboratory  staff.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION 


In  1967  the  Council  decided  on  the  use  of  refuse  sacks 
at  all  dwelling  houses  in  place  of  dustbins,  and  in  October,  1967, 
distribution  of  fully  guarded  refuse  sack  stands  at  the  rate 
of  1  ,000  houses  per  month  was  commenced.  This  decision  had 
been  proceeded  by  a  trial  scheme  involving  1  ,000  houses 
which  had  been  in  operation  since  October  1  966,  and  which  had 
been  so  well  received  that  the  Council  decided  to  adopt 
this  system  throughout  the  town. 


PETROLEUM  LICENCES. 


Thirty  seven  licences  to  store  petroleum  in  underground 
tanks  were  issued  during  the  year. 

All  new  installations  of  underground  tanks  are  checked 
and  pressure  tested  before  they  are  put  into  use  and 
periodic  visits  are  made  to  all  storage  premises  to  ensure 
the  licence  conditions  and  Regulations  are  being  complied 
with. 

Three  licences  for  the  storage  of  petroleum  in  drums, 
cans  etc.,  were  also  issued.

The  bottle  contained  a 
considerable  amount  of 
fine  particulate  matter 
mainly  adherent  to  the 
base  and  also  present  in 
the  milk  was  a  fly 
resembling  a  lesser 
house  fly.

APPENDIX 


Pesticide  Residues  in  Food  Survey 

The  results  of  samples  taken  in  Sale  for  the  National  and  the  local 
surveys  of  pesticide  residues  in  food  are  given  below.  The  period  covered 
is  from  August  1966  when  the  scheme  started  to  the  end  of  December,  1967,. 

The  analytical  procedure  used  is  a  complex  one  involving  the 
following  stages :- 

1 .  Extraction  of  the  pesticide  residue  from  the  foodstuff. 

2.  Clean-up  of  the  extract  from  interferring  substances. 

3.  Identification  of  any  residues  present  in  the  cleaned-up 
extract. 

4.  Estimation  of  the  amount  of  residue  present. 

As  regards  organo  phosphorus  pesticides,  the  analytical  procedures 
are  much  less  sensitive  and  there  are  also  complications  caused  by  the 
breakdown  of  the  compound  in  the  food.  As  a  result,  although  it  is 
possible  to  detect  significant  levels  it  is  not  possible  to  do  so  as 
low  as  those  recorded  for  the  organo  chlorine  compounds.
